TWIN FALLS - “It’s important you 
support your children” Rex Christensen 
said, after making his monthly payment 
at the Twin Falls County Judicial 
Building on Friday. 

Folding his receipt, the Twin Falls resi- 
dent said he pays $670 monthly in sup- 
pon for his three children. 

Because he is current on those pay- 
ments, Christensen will not lose his dri- 
ver’s license. 

But the state Depanment of Health 
and Welfare has notified more than 300 
other parents that their Idaho-issued 


licenses can be suspended because they 
owe child support. 

Under a law that went into effect Jon. 
1, a parent three months behind in pay- 
ments or $2,000 in arrears is eligible for 
license suspension. 

So for, no licenses have been lifted in a 
Magic Valley case. 

“Our goal is to work something out. We 
don’t want to suspend a license,” said 
Dana Blake, head of the regional Bureau 


of Child Support Services in Ttvin Falk 
Across the state, 40 Idaho residents 
have had driver’s licenses suspended 
because they owed a total of $794,978. 

Encouraging more child-support pay- 
ments is a major tcncni of welfare 


Shortening the list 

Originally, the regional office faced a 
list of 1,146 parents who owed more than 
59 million in child support, Blake said. 

But staff workers quickly shortened by 
the list by removing those who were 
exempt, such as parents who were dis- 
- abicd, incarcerated, out of the state or on 
public assistance. 

Almost 150 people - the largest number 
- were taken off Uie list for finding jobs. 

“In the last few weeks, wc had many 
going to work or just stoned to work and 
we started wage withholding," Blake 
said. “Th.n's a good tiling because we’re 
able to collea money." 

Warning letters were sent in August 
and October of last year. Within the last 
few months, the department notified 


Motorists planning to disconnect their 
air bags if the government allows it may- 
be left with something they didn’t anrid-' 
pace: less effective scat belts.

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Weather watchers keep their eyes on the skies 


‘Storm spotters’ provide 
early warning of trouble

TWIN FALLS - Harold Lecney’s hob- 
bies give tiis basement the look of a full- 
blovm communications center. 

His equipment includes several two- 
way radios covering nearly every band- 
width. There is also a thermometer, an 
airplane altimeter that has been convert- 
ed in to a barometer, a wind gauge and 
an amateur television link to cameras 
that broadcast images of snowpack and 
weather conditions from remote sites. A 
30-foot antenna tower in his backyard 
helps him pick up signals on most fre- 
qucndcs. 

But when it comes to tracking the 
weather, the most vital pieces of equip-,: 
meat Lecney and his wife, Suzanne, have 
arc their eyes and a large picture window 
in their living room on the outskirts of 
Twin Falls. 

“We sit here and watch the weather 
come in from the west,” Suzanne Lceney 
said. 

“About six or seven miles west of here, 
the weatlier has a tendency to split and 
either go to Jerome or into the South 
Hills, “ Harold Leeney said. 

The Leencys aren’t just watching the 
weather for fun. 

For about three years, they have been 
part of the “storm spotter” network that 
a National Weather Service offidal said 
is vital to his angcncy’s work. 

“(The network) is basically our way to 
put some ground truth to the information 
our radar and sensors are giving us," said 
Dan Borsum, on assistant warning coordi- 
nation meteorologist at the service’s 
Boise station. 

“Our radar beam is at about 10,Q00 
feet when it gets to the Magic Valley,” he 
said. “There’s a lot of weather that hap- 
pens below 10,000 feet.” 

Tliai’s one reason the weather service 
has 500 storm spotters keeping their eyes 
on the sky in southwestern Idaho and 
eastern Oregon.

And there’s plenty of room for more 
spotters, especially in rural areas, 
Borsum said. Me hopes to Hnd at least 
100 more volunteers to the program by 
the end of spring. 

The program is fairly simple, he said. 

Storm spotters are asked to keep their 
eyes out for weather hazards such as 
large hail, strong %vinds, heavy rain and 
snow or tornados. They can report dircct- 
ly to the weather service in Boise 
through an unlisted phone number given 
only to the spotters, Borsum said. 

He and other weather service officials 
tour the state regularly, giving seminars 


and recruiting new volunteers. 

People don’t need any special qualifi- 
cations to join the program, but through 
the program ihey can learn more about 
how the weather works. 

“If they have the time, they're more 
than welcome to learn more from us,” he 
said. 

Ivic Sites of Wendell said she signed 
up for the program at a recent seminar in 
Jerome because siie saw it as an opportu- 
nity to provide valuable community ser- 
vice from her own yard. 

“We live in kind of a unique area for 
weather," she said. “I’m around home 


most of the time, but Fm outside a lot.” 
Suzanne Leeney said the program has 
given her a greater understanding of 
what she sees in the sky. 

“I used to see just clouds," she said. 
“Now I know some arc just pretty clouds 
and some arc dangerous.” 

Harold Lecney said knowledge of the 
weather has always been imponant to 
him as an aviator and electronics expert. 
He began using both those skills as a 
radar man on a B-24 hunting German U- 
boats near England in World War H.

Thunderstorms plague South, with wind and hail in Texas

Thunderstorms drenched the South on Sunday 
with stiff wind and large hail across ports of Texas, 
and tain was scattered across the Ohio Volley. 

Thunderstorms developed during the morning 
along the Gulf Coast rc^on of Texas and Louisiana. 

Pans ^ southern Texas bad hail up to iV inches in 
diameter and wind ^ting to more than 60 mph. 
Those thunderstorms also produced several fuimcl 
douds, but no tornado damage was recited. 

Hoil up to three-quarters of on inch in diameter fell 
around Charenton, La. 

By afternoon, the strongest storms had migrated 
eastward, with severe thunderstonns in the areas of 
Tollahas^Mi, Fb., and Valdosta, Ga. Storms also dus- 
tered off the coast, with marine warnings posted 
along the shore of Louisiana.

Prescribed burning plans draw fire Cult 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Smokey Bear made a career of 
stomping out fires, so it might 
Seem odd to think of the Forest 
Service setting trees ablaze. 

‘'When I grew up, fire was 
always the enemy of the forest 
Now it’s a friend?” Rep. Dale 
KQd^ D-Mkb. asked at a recent 
hearing. 

Not everybody’s happy with 
Clinton ad^nistration plans to 
increase so-called prescribed 
burning from 750,000 acres in 
1997 to 1.3 million acres next 
year to dear overstocked nation- 
al forests of dead and dying tim- 
ber. 

Rep. Bob Smith, R-Orc., chair- 
man of the House Agriculture 
Committee, sees “a lot of hidden 
problems in prescribed burning” 
and prefers salvage logging to 


clear forest floors of tinder instead. 

“Peaple will always moke mis- 
judgments. Nobody con predict 
the weather,” said Smith, worried 
about blazes getting out of bond. 

Forest Service Chief Mike 
Dombeck agreed, telling lawmak- 
ers fire must be treated with 
respect “There isn't a burn that’s 
not dangerous." 

But he added that more con- 
trolled blazes are needed to 
reduce unprecedented fuel loads 
that threaten catastrophic blazes 
at one-fifth of the 191 million 
acres of U.S. notional forests — 
the result of decades of “exten- 
sive, ovcrzcolous if you will, fire 
suppression.” 

Ihat’s right The Forest Service 
has done too good a job of fight- 
ing fires, even as the govenunent 
set an average of 300,000 acres 


burning to get rid of dead and 
dying trees every year for the 
decade. 

Until recently, federal fire- 
fighters who saw 6 million aocs 
bum naturally last year tried to 
douse every blaze. As a result, 
they upset the natural cycle of 
fire that for 10,000 years made 
way for more mature trees. 

“The price that we have paid 
for 60, 80 or 100 yeors of very 
effective fire suppression is that 
we have changed the succession 
of ecosystems,” said Interior 
Secretary Bruce Babbitt. 

The problem has been com- 
pounded by dcarcut logging that 
stripped forests of native tree 
spedcs, Babbitt said. Many were 
replaced by less fire-resistant 
trees that ore more susceptible to 
insects and disease.

CNN reported that computer 
disks it renewed along with lime 
magazine contained a message 
from an unidentined female cult 
member who said, “Once he is 


gone .. there is nothing left here on 
the face of the Earth for me no 
reason to stay a moment longer.” 
The disks were sent to a former 
cult member who was idendfied 
in news reports os Rio D’Angelo. 

With all of the autospies com- 
pleted, the coroner said that 
Applewhite, 65, did not suffer 
horn terminal cancer. 

“MorshoU Applewhite has no 
gross physical evidence and no 
visual evidence of cancer in his 
liver or any other organs,” Dr. 
Brian Blackbourne told The 
A&sodated Press.

vehicles it produced in the past 
two or three years has them, os do 
a few Ford and Chrysler models. 
Some foreign automakers also use 
the looser t^cs. 

Federal transportation officials 
ore considering allowing motorists 
to disconnect air bogs in response 
to five dozen air bag-related 
deaths. But automakers and safety 
advocates say disconnecting the air 
bogs is ^c^y a bad idea. 

“It’s like the human body. If you go 
out and take out a vital organ, you*^ 
disrupted the entire balance," said 
Mitchel Scherbo, director of safety 
integration at General Motors. 

“It’s imjwrtam for customers to 
know that if they choose to hove on 
air bag dcactivatcd, the overall 
effectiveness of their vehicle’s 
restraint system will be dimin- 
ished,” he sdd. 

Chrysler Corp. and Ford Motor 
Co. use such belts In less than 5 
percent of their respective Qccts, 
including the Dodge Avenger, 


Chrysler Sebring, Eagle Talon, 
Ford Probe and Fond Escort. 

None of the auto or safety offl- 
dals interviewed could quantify 
the effect of the redesigned belts 
on driver and passenger safety. “It 
will still provide valuable occupant 
protection,” said Dave Giroux, a 
Ford spokesman 
In minor or moderately severe 
crashes, the redesign of the belt 
won't make a difference, auto and 
safety officials say. However, in 
severe crashes a person is more 
likely to travel forward far enough 
to hit the dashboard or steering 
wheel, sustaining head and chest 
injuries, they said 
“In a high-speed crash, the belt 
would provide somewhat less pn>- 
tection,” said Chuck Huriey of the 
National Safety CoundL 
A larger person would be more 
likely to be hurt in those dreum- 
stances than a smaller one, said 
Scherbo, the CM safety offidoL 
When used with an air bag as 
the newer belt has some 


dcGnlic advantages over the tradi- 
tional one, said Barry Fclrice, 
dircaor of regulatory affairs at the 
American Automobile Manufac- 
turers Assodation. 

Because it is looser, it is less likely 
to break a rib or collarbone in a 
severe aash, he said ‘'Ihot a partic- 
ulariy of coneem for cldezly people.” 

In older cars without air bogs, 
the work of restraining on occu- 
pant falls soldy on the belt, said 
Phil Frame, spokesman for the 
National Highway Traffic SafeQr 
Admiiustiation, or NHTSA 

The newer bdt can “give way o 
little bit so that the air bag takes 
up some of the force of the crash 
and spreads it out over a broader 
section of your body,” Frame said 
The result: fewer belt iiLjurics. 

NHTSA is dedding )vhcther to 
allow motorists to have their air 
bags disconnected on demand The 
proposoL unveiled 1^ the agency 
in November, is Che most contro- 
vcrsol of its responses to the air

errant parents of its intention to 
suspend licenses. 

When panmts receive the intent 
letter they have 21 days to moke 
arrangements to pay or the paper- 
work ball win be set in motion to 
suspend all state-issued licenses. 
That indudes licenses to drive, 
hunt or fish or for a profession. 

Once licenses ore suspended, 
the nomes of the porents and 
amounts tl^ owe b^me public 
record, said David Ensunsa, 
department spokesman in Boise. 
If parents make occcptable 
arrangements to poy, the license 
may be reissued. 

Statewide, 13 administrative 
hearings hove been held at the 
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request of parents questioning 
their bills, he sold. Most of those 
hearings have resulted in repay- 
ment schedules. Fifty more hear- 
ings ore pending. 

Parents owing large amounts 
of money go to the top of the list. 

Amon^ eases in the regional 
office’s jurisdiction, the record 
amount owed is $104,000, said 
support worker Becky Petersen 
in IVrin Falls. The largest amount 
is $353,000, owed by a parent 
who has moved out of state and is 
being sought under other 
enforcement programs.

Relatives 
of children also called support 
officers saying they knew the 
whereabouts of parents who 
wouldn’t pay support 

“It’s a very positive thing . 

It’s brought a lot of people in,” 
she said. .‘It’s generated a lot of 
interest and resulted in an 
increase m collections.” 

“(Parents) have made the deci- 
sion we arc serious,” Ensunsa 
added. 

Withholding portions of salaries 
and property liens are other 
instruments used to get people to 
pay what they owe their children, 
smte officials say. The license sus- 
pension law is one more. 

“It’s just another tool,” Blake 
said.

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Cult missionaries 
sought certain type 


MADISON. Wis. - They 
marched out of Uieir secret head- 
quarters in the forests of Oregon, 

; and wandered across this land 
like metaphysical minstrels of 

■ the millennium. 

. Rolling into big dties and smnll 
^ towns, they would post fliers and 
. rent the local gym, the public 

■ library or a college classroom for 
, an old-time revival meeting, done 

up for the new oge. Ihey preached 
' not fire and brimstone as the eter- 
nal punishment for canhly sinners, . 
but foretold flying saucers as her- 
alds of the end of the tsorid as we 
know it. 

These missionaries had an eye 
out for a certain type: the young 
and impressionable, the disaffea- 
ed, those seeking flints of fantasy. 
For two decades they conduacd 
recruitment drives, a caravan of 
true believers camping out as they 
traveled across America. They 
would stay a few days, then diiap- 
pear, leaving the locals bmzing in 
ploc<k Uke Illinois’ Chain O’ 

State Park, Fox Lake, Lake Villa 
and Lindenhurst 
“AH of them were very calm, 
intelligent people," said Randy 
Kryn, 47, recalling how he was 
proselytized in Madison in July 
1994. “They talked about how it 
was only them who were going to 
. be saved from the Earth. They 
said, 'If you want to come along, 
you could.’’’ 

Kryn and others like him across 
the country now shudder as they 
reflea on what might have been. 

There, but for the grace of a 
strong-willed ^Ifriend, the anchor 
of a family and job, the personal 
armor of simple Midwestern skep- 
ticism, police might have found 
many more than 39 core cult mem- 
bers stretched out beneath purple 
shrouds in Rancho Santa Fe, Calif., 
gone on their ultimate flight of 
fancy. 

The cult, changing names as 
casually os it preot^ that people 
' nccdcd»shcKithcirbodics,orvcs- 
scls, was known at various times os 
Higher Source, Total Ovcrcomcrs- 
Anonymous, the Next Level Crew 
or, finally, Heaven’s Gate. It main- 
mined a coitsistcni message as its 
mentors enticed new recruits to 
join them in leaving the human 
' form for a higher state of being 

• aboard a UFO. 

' “They talked of themselves os 
; entities,’’ Kryn said of the four 
ambassadors of cult leader 
' Marshall Applmvhice, whose teach- 
ings Kryn heard in a lecture to a 
" small gathering in Madison at a 
' house overlooking Lake Mendota. 

“They did not use names,” 
'Kryn said. “They believed the 
' UFO was going to come in a mat- 
ter of months.” 

Like many people pursued by 
the cult, Kryn is an intelligent, 
articulate person with a profes- 
sional background, in his case as 
civil rights historian. He 
thought back, and paused. 

“As months moved on and as 
years moved on, they probably 
' had to have another recruitment 
; drive," Kryn said. 

If Willie Lomon traveled on a 
shoe shine and a smile in the 
Broadway classic "Death of a 

• Salesman,” then these liturgical 
solicitors sailed along on pseudo- 
science and a gentle grin os they 
sweetly sold death. 

The recruiting pitch was not par- 
ticularly ag^essivc, he recalled, 
but had a wort, direct message: 

; Leave with us at once if you want 
to survive the fall of the Earth. 

The Madison meeting lasted

white shirts, spoke of UFOs and

city library, and had advertised 
thw meeting through fliers. Kryn 
said no one from the meeting he 
attended went with the group, and 
he hadn't thought a^ut the meet- 
ing in years — until he heard the 
news from San Diego. 

While watching a news broad- 
cast of a videotape recording the 
dead cultists’ last words, Kryn 
said he recognized one man and 
one woman. 

The haunting reports from 
Rancho Santa Fc also brought 
back spirits from the past for 
Kurt Zacharios, a site superinten- 
dent at Chain O’ Lakes State 
Park in northwest Lake County. 

In the autumn of 197S, a group 
of about 20 people, ron^ng in age 
from 18 to M, set up tents at the 
park for three or four days. 
Zacharias stumbled upon the 
group in a small, remote area of 
the poik aivay from other campers. 

1'They were normal people," ho 
said. 

Zacharias said he couldn’t 
recall any names or faces but 
that one man paid the camping 
fees for the whole group. 

“There was one gentleman 
who did the purchasing of the 
permit," he said. 

Somehow, the media was olen- 
ed to the group and to their 
beliefs about UFOs, which 
Zacharias said he learned 
through newspaper and televi- 
sion stories. Though Zacharias 
chocked on the group every day, 
he never discussed their beliefs 
with them. 

The group took off after about 
four days, he said. 

Two decades later, the big day 
firmllycame.

Negotiator: U.S. also cheatecd Jews 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. govcmmcnc shortchanged 
Jewish groups seeking restitu- 
tion after World War II by at 
least S5.5 million, according to 
the chief American negotiator 
from the postwar settlement 
talks. 

Swiss banks have come under 
international fire for holding 
onto Jewish assets deposited dur- 
ing the war. But the United 
States also failed to turn over 
money deposited by Jews who 
perished in the Holocaust, said 
Seymour J. Rubin, the chief, 
negotiator for postwar restitu- 
tion. 

“A situation vciy like that in 
Switzerland existed in the 
United States,” Rubin said in a 
recent lener to Scuon Eizenstat, 
the undersecreta^ of Commerce 
heading a U.S. hi^oricol review 
of the period. 

Ehenstat's report examining 
U.S. knowledge of looted Nazi 
gold and other assets is expected 
this month, although it is not 
likely to examine this issue in 
any depth, a spokesman said 
Sunday. 

“It's a useful thing to explore 
but not the focus at oil of our 
report and efforts,” said 
spokesman Jim Desicr. “We’re 
looking at the tracking of Nozi 
assets rather than the di^sal of 
individual assets.” 

But he added that Rubin’s rcc- 


oUccdons arc important. 

“Obviously he’s somebody that 
wc have cofi^ted with given his 
first hand knowledge of these 
issues,” Dcslcr said. 

Rubin, a former State 
Department officlol who’s now 
82, asked Eizenstat in his March 
11 letter to investigate how the 
U.S. government handled money 
deposited in American banks by 
Jews who perished in the 
Holocaust. 

“Many of those seeking safety 
for their funds sent their assets to 
the United States,” wrote Rubin. 
“Certainly many thought it was 
safer, especially' oftcr early 
German successes in the war.” 

Banks in the United States — 
in contrast to those in 
Switzerland — were helpful 


when survivors came looking for 
the money deposited by 
Holocaust victims, Rubin said. 
But there was other money 
deposited in the U.S. banks that 
was never claimed, he said. 

In the 1950s, Jewish organiza- 
tions examined bank records In 
New York and estimated there . 
was 55 million in so<alIcd heir- 
less assets. 

That S6 million was part of a 
larger collection of German 
assets in U.S. banks seized by the 
War Claims Commission, which 
doled out the money to U.S. busi- 
nesses and other groups that suf- 
fered wartime losses. 

Congressional efforts to divert 
the S6 million to Jewish groups 
resulted in restitution of only 
$500,000, Rubin wrote.

Investigation dratvs 
credibility concerns

• WASHINGTON — It is. even 
by House Republican standards, 
a remarkable collection of true 
believers. 

The House’s investigation of 
campaign lund-raising practices 
has been placed in the hands of 
some of the GOP’s most hard- 
edged partisans, prompting con- 
cern by some Republicans that 
the probe «ill lose credibility if it 
■ liecomes blatandy partisan. 

Among the cast of congression- 
, al inquisitors is a conspiracy theo- 
rist, a tax-cut purist and an 
activist who is urging impeach- 
ment proceedings against 
President Clinton. 

Other House fund-raising 
sleuths include a back-bencher 
who once compared welfare 
recipients to overfed alligators, 
and a cadre of conservatives who 
think Speaker Newt Gingrich, R- 
Ga., has strayed too far to the left. 

Running the show is 
Government Reform and 
Oversight Committee Chairman 
Dan Burton, R-Ind., a pillar of the 
party’s conservative wing who 
once staged a mock shooting in 
his back yard to dramatize his 
theory that the death of White 
House aide Vincent Foster was a 
murder, not a suicide. He now 
finds himself the target of a 
Justice Department investigation 
of his own campaign fund-raising, 
prompting call^ by critics that he 
remove himself from the congres- 
sional probe. 

Also sitting on the back bench- 
es of Burton's 48-mcmbcr com- 
mittee is a cheering section of 
like-minded activists, some of 
whom have seized parts of the 
investigation for their own. 

Bunon and his colleagues seem 
sensitive to the risks of' infusing 
too mudi politics into the probe. 

“Theic is a concern shared by 
all of us,” said committee mem- 
. ber David M. McIntosh, R-Ind., 
“that wc make sure we don’t 
' appear that this is Republicans 
going after Democrats. Wc want 
to be credible in this investiga- 
tion.” 

But some Republicans remain 
worried that Burton and the oth- 
ers might squander on opportuni- 
ty to put Clinton on the defen- 
sive. 


“Is Dan Burton volatile? Yes," 
said a source close to Gingrich. 
“Is he sometimes strident? Yes, 
Are people nervous? Yes. It could 
backfire if it was so obviously a 
partisan witch-hunt." 

There is, however, a solid cadre 
of Republican moderates and 
leadership allies on the commit- 
tee working to soften the partisan 
edge of the investigation. And. 
Burton has capped a more low- 
key Republican as his lieutenant 
for the inquiry, asking Rep. 
Cluisiophcr Gax, R-Calif., 

to serve as the committee's vice 
chairman. 

Tensions between the moder- 
ate and conservative factions on 
the panel ore expected to come to 
a head in April, when the com- 
mittee must decide whether to 
broaden the investigation's scope 
and to limit the powers of the 
chairman. 

Burton and his allies on the 
panel have proposed focusing 
exclusively on A^^ice House and 
Democratic National Committee 
activities in the 1996 campaign. 
But some moderates have pushed 
for a broader investigation, like 
the Senate's, that would also 
encompass congressional fund- 
raising practices. 

Burton’s ability to establish liis 
moral authority as an impartial 
investigator has been dogged by 
controversies past and present. 

For example. Burton has stuck 
by his belief that Foster did not 
take his own life even though offi- 
cial inquiries have ruled the 1993 
shooting death a suidde. 

He even staged a mock shoot- 
ing, firing bullets into a head-like 
object to buttress his view of a 
cover-up. ‘T had a homicide 
expert come out to my homo,’’ ho 
explained on the House floor in 
1994. 

Now Burton faces a new chal- 
lenge just os he is beginning his 
investigation of Clinton’s fund- 
raising practices; The FBI is 
investigating Burton’s own 
money-raising, which has focused 
heavily on the Pakistani, Cuban 
and Sikh communities. The 
bureau has opened an inquiry 
into allegations by a former lob- 
byist for Pakistan, Mark A. . 
Siegel, that Burton vowed to 
retaliate if Siegel did not raise 
55,000 in campaign money. 


Senators scrutinizing gulf presence 


Lawmakers 
question need 
for cosdy troops 

WASHINGTON (AP) — For 
the first time since the 1^1 coali- 
tion victory over Iraq, senior law- 
makers ore questioning the mas- 
sive U.S. military presence in the 
Persian Gulf — more than a 
dozen ships and 18,000 troops. 

Republicans have long criddzed 
President Clinton for putting US. 
troops into too many low-priority 
spots. But now, according to an 
unrcicascd report by GOP mem- 
bers of the Senate Appropria tions 
Committee, they’re soutinizing the 
depth and cost of the military com- 
mitment to the world’s rich^ oQ- 
producing region — especially 
since there ore no formal commit- 
ments from the host governments 
to allow a long-term US. presence. 

This time, the critidsm is direct- 
ed not at Clinton but at military 
commanded for maintaining war- 
like operations at o time of peace. 

"I was just aghast when I saw 
what was going on, in terms of 
planning, by the expansion of Avi- 
no (Air Bose in ItalyX expansion of 
the Kuwait deployment, the expan- 
sion of the deployment in Saudi 
Arabia, without any consultation 
tviih us," said Sett Ted Stevens, R- 
Alnska., chairman of the powerful 
appropriations committee.

tics in Kuwait and Saudi Arabia, 
is the product of a tour Stevens 
and his colleagues took in Janu- 
ary of U.S. military operations in 
the Persian Gulf and in Bosnia. 

“The (Senate) delegation 
believes serious policy issues 
regarding a continued long-term 
presence in this region must be 
addressed,” according to the 
report, a copy of which was 
obtained by The Associated Press. 

In Saudi Arabia, 222 aircraft 
arc flying al»ut 200 sorties a day 
to enforce a no-fly zone over 
southern Iraq and to watch for 


threatening Iraqi troop move- 
ments. In Kuwait, the Army is 
operating almost constant train- 
ing exercises. And over Bosnia, 
warplanes out of Aviano fly sor- 
ties doily even though there is no 
fighting and no hostile aircraft in 
the area. 

Sens. Stevens, Conrad Bums, 
R-Mont., Mitch McConnell, R-Ky., 
Thad Cochran, R-Miss., and 
Robert Bennett, R-Utah., said 
that in decades past such major 
commitments would have 
involved intense congressional 
debate. 

Army Gen. Binford Peay HI, 
head of the United States (^tial 
Command that is responsible for 
the Persian Gulf, defended the 
current deployment, which 
includes 18,550 Air Force, Army, 
Navy and Marine personnel on 14 
ships or at facilities in Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, Qatar and 
Bahrain. 

“The forces that are in the 
region are absolutely required," 
Peay said in an interview. “To cut 
those forces would increase the 
operational risk to the re^on.” 

Where Peay is worried about a 
resumption of Iraqi aggrestion, the 
immcdiaic concern confronting 
lawmakers is a 52 billion supple- 
mental defense budget request to 
pay for unanticipated costs in 
Bosnia and the Persian Gulf this 
year. When this amount is added to 
what had been budgeted earlier, 
the Pentagon is spending $2.5 bil- 
lion in Braua and $714 million in 
“Southwest Asia,” the Pentagon’s 
term for the Gulf. 


Miedwest, South cleaning up after storms 


CHATTANOtXJA, Tenn. (AP) — 
The hcan-wrunching cask of clean- 
ing up was before Qtattanooga res- 
idents on Easter morning after tor- 
nadoes left widespread damage 
and dozens of injuries across 
Tennessee.

here Sunday with 11 other mem- 
bers of Congress in tow.

(Georgia Republican said during his 
visit, is to smother it with a kind of 
diplomatic tou^ love: “constant 
pressure, constant friendship and 
constant dialogue.” 

“If you can be respectful but 
firm,” Gingrich commented as he 
prepared to board a plane for 
Japan en route to Taiwan, “you 
can get a long tvay witli China.” 
For axamplc, Gingrich said he 
told China’s leaders point-blank 
that they should expect a fight if 
they ever try to invade Taiwan. 

“1 told them wc will defend 
Taiwan. Period," Gingrich said. 
“The thing that was striking to 
me is that wc never got into an 
: argument about it. They basically 
said that they didn’t intend to 
invade Taiwan, so wc would not 
have to defend it.” 

The Gingrich delegation was by 
far the liveliest entourage to hit 
China in recent months, if not 
years. In terms of verve and 
audacity, it edipsed last week's 
visit by Vicel’rcsident Al Gore. 

Despite the conventional wisdom 
that diplomatic dealings here 
require extreme subtlety and tact, 
the Chinese leadership — which 
had been trying for more than two 
years to get the speaker to visit — 
appeared to enjoy the “outspoken 
Gingrich” routine as much as he 
cnjcS’cd performing it.

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Income tax refunds up from last year 

BOISE — The Waho State Tax Commission is giving more 
money back to residents in income tax refunds this year than it 
did a year ago. 

“The average refund for a standard Form 40 tax return is $407 
so far this year, said Steve Miller, Revenue Operations 
Administrator for the commission. “That’s about $36 more than 
last year.” 

Miller said the increase may be due, in part, to people taking 
advantage of doimdons and credits to reduce the taxes they owe. 
Donations to medical savings accounts are almost double what 
they were last year, he said. 

More people also are filing their taxes electronically this year. 
More than 26,500 Idaho returns have been filed electronically so 
far, up 25 percent from last year. 

Idaho human rights rally planned 

COEUR d’ALENE — Human rights leaders say the Inland 
Northwest needs a booster shot of awareness to jolt the region 
into action against racism and hate. 

Leaders throughout the region have planned an April 12 rally in 
Cocur d’Alene to focus on human rights. 

“We want to provide an. occasion for people to renew their com- 
mitment.... and to recognize we have a ways to go," said Bill 
Wassmuth, executive dilator of the Northwest Coalition Against 
Malidous Harassment 

The coalition and the Kootenai County Task Force on Human 
Relatioru are among the sponsors of the Leadership Gathering, 
which aims to launch a new phase in countering the negative 
image of North Idaho and the surrounding region. 

Wassmuth said a survivalist expo in Spokane that featured 
racist speakers and a nationwide manhunt for two Colville, Wash., 
brothers proves that the region has more than an image problem. 

Wassmuth said solutions need lo involve everyone and address 
more than the most visible examples of racism. 

Business leaders at a recent press conference voiced concern 
that the negative image is hurting the economy. In February, 
Coeur d’Alene businessman Duane Hagadonc called for an image 
summit, in part to repair the damage done by the negative publici- 
ty that racists and racist acdvidcs draw to North Idaho. 

High water thwarts trapping at dam 

BOISE — High water conditions on the Snake River below 
Idaho Power Co.’s Hells Canyon Dam have thwarted company 
biologists' efforts to trap adult steelhead. 

The Hsh are used in the company’s anadromous fish midgadon , 
program. 

In January, flows exceeding 120,000 cubic feet per second flood- 
ed the company's primary fish trap located immediately down- 
stream from the Hells Canyon Dam. The high water, caused 1^ a 
combinadon of late winter storms and flooding, severely damaged 
the main trap. Pumps, electrical equipment and control systems 
were smashed by driftwood and other debris. 

Flows arc now running in excess of 50,000 cubic feet per second 
and ore expected to condnuc at or above those levels undl early 
May. 

If the primary trap cannot be repaired by the dmc flows drop 
below 50,000 cubic feet per second, the point at which it can bo 
used to capture fish, company biologists will turn to a floating 
barge-style trap that serves as a backup to the main trap. 

The spring steelhead trapping program normally starts 
March 1 and concludes April 30. Company biologists estimate 
that if high outflows make spring steelhead trapping impossi- 
ble there will be enough eggs available from steelhead brood 
stock trapped last fall to adequately meet this year's mitiga- 
tion requirements.

Fuhrman attends Easter Mass 

ISSAQUAH, Wash. — Former Los Angeles Police Detective 
Mark Fuhrman attended Easter Moss here Sunday and was the 
godfather for his niece’s baptism. 

Fuhrman, who lives in Northern Idaho, created a bit of a stir 
among worshippers at Mary Queen of Peace Parish who recog- 
ni^ him when he stood next to family members at the baptismal 
font. 

Fuhrman’s niece was among three children baptized Sunday at 
the parish, which has a memb^hip of 1,580 families. 

During the baptism, Fuhrman stood by his relatives. He held 
the baby after she was baptized. 

After the Mass, Fuhrinan left ivith relatives through a side door 
and was uruivailable for comment. 

The father of the baby is Fuhrman’s brother. 

TTie Rev. Paul Dalton, pastor of the Roman Catholic church, 
said Fuhrman’s family told Dalton in advance that Fuhrman 
would be at the Mass. But Fuhrman's sister-in-law asked that no 
advance notice be pven, Dalton said. 

Fuhrman moved to the Sandpoint, Idaho, area in the summer of 
1995 after leaving the Los Angdes Police Depanment. 

During O.J. Simpson’s criminal trial, Fuhrman was accused by 
Simpson’s defense of moving a bloody glove from where Nicole 
Brown Simpson and Ronald Goldman were slain. The defense por- 
trayed him as a radst ^nt on framing Simpson for the murders.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
biggest court case to date for 
endangered Northwest salmon 
comes today before a federal 
judge who earlier scolded the 
U.S. government for failing to do 
enough to save the fish. 

The lawsuit brought by environ- 
mentalists against scvci^ federal 
agencies could have significant 
implications for hydropower pro- 
ducers, shippers and irrigation 
farmers who don’t want to see big 
changes in the operation of the 
Snake and Columbia rivers. 

The conservationists say past 
practices of barging and necking 
salmon around dams has failed to 
reverse population declines. The 
want more water devoted to help- 
ing flush young fish to the ocean, 
at the expense of other conuner- 
dal users of the river. 

Ruling in a related case two 
years ago, U.S. District Judge 
Malcolm Marsh of Portland, Ore., 
said efforts to protect the dwin- 
dling salmon runs were “serious- 
ly, significantly flawed.” . 

They consisted, he said, of “rel- 
atively small steps, minor 
improvements and adjustments” 
in operation of the hydroelectric 
dams and river navigational sys- 
tems “when the situation literally 
cries out for a major overhaul.” 

Marsh directed the agencies to 
find less risky ways to get the fish 
safely to the ocean and back.

BOISE (AP) — The U.S. 
Supreme Court is scheduled to 
decide today whether to hear an 
Idaho frco-spccch case attorneys 
fear could ultimately music pubDc 
criticism of judges nationwide. 

"If the First Amendment does 
not protect an individual’s right 
to question the Intcgri^ of elect- 
ed officials, what good is it?” said 
Brcck Sciniger, a Boise lawyer 
handling the cose. 

The dispute stems from an 
October 1993 barb Bonner 
County Attorney John Topp 
aimed at elected Judge James 
Michaud. Topp told a radio sta- 
tion Michaud made a “political" 
decision by rejecting county com- 
missioners' contention they did 
not need voter approval to spend 
$4 million on a sewer project. 

The Idoho State Bar 
Association reprimanded Topp, 


saying he viola-ted its code of 
conduct because his comment 
was reckless and false. Topp sued 
to have the reprimand over- 
turned, but in August the case 
was rejected 4-1 by the Idaho 
Supreme Court. He later 
appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which should decide today 
whether to rule on the matter. 

The court takes up only about 
100 cases a year out of 6,000 
requests, said Michael Olhs, the 
bar association’s lawyer. 

The case could prevent atior- 
ncys from questioning the integri- 
ty of judges, many of whom arc 
elected officials, said Sciniger, 
who represents Topp. It could 
also prevent judges' political 
challengers from raising legiti- 
mate questions about incumbents 
during political campaigns, 
Sciniger said.

They arc also charged with 
conspiracy, interstate transporta- 
tion of stolen vehicles and posses- 
sion of unregistered grenades.

Informed consumers are healthier 

The delivery of medical care in this 
counory has recently undergone quan- 
tum shifts in the direction of managed 
core and HMO domination. These new 
corporate middlemen (HMOs) arc dedi- 
cated to controUng costs and, of course, 
enriching themselves in the process. 
The managed care arena remains tu- 
multuous, continually expanding its in- 
fluence and evolving its products in a 
rather free-for-all process pitting the fi- 
nondo) demands of the HMO executive 
hierarchies and their shareholders 
against the needs of patients for com- 
passionate and statc-of-thc-ort care. 
Sick or injured people con be held cap 
tive and often helpless in penurious 
managed core ^tems, and their core 
can be seriously compromised. 

Notv stepping into the fray arc vari- 
ous consumer protection groups os well 
as Congress, wishing to blunt the dele- 
terious effect of cold corporate control 


on medical care. But congressional 
mandates spedfying mescal stands 
ore definitely a two-edged sword, since 
regulatory zeal exercised by govern- 
ment can backfire, and lead to unwont- 
ed and unnecessary meddling in issues 
best left to the people. 

The key to dealing with the obvious 
problems of managed core medidne has 
to do with dtizens-at-lorge recogniang 
such before the HMOs nave a chance to 
dominotc their local market In many re- 
gions, it's way too late for prooctivc 
mcasiucs. Perhaps these places will tru- 
ly require the dumsy dub of retroactive 
govenunent intervention. 

In other regions such as Idaho, man- 
aged care has yet to significantly pene-’ 
tratc (about 4 percent so far). Much to 
its credit, and over the staunch resis- 
tance of big business, the Idaho Legis- 
lature has recently passed a bill fordng 
any prospective IMO’s to offer some 
measure of patient protection. This bill 


is one of the best of its kind, but should 
really be considered only a starting 
point for Individual medical consumers 
(i.e. you and me). 

Znfonoed consumerism is the only 
force strong enough to counteract the 
managed core juggernaut headed this 
way. With it, tve con create a powerful 
grassroots mandate for appropriate 
medical care. We can control our 
health core destinies by educating our- 
selves about the ploys ond ruses of 
managed care medidne and by refus- 
ing, for example, to accept from the in- 
dustry any health core packages that 
do not indude oil the provisions re- 
served by the HMO owners and execu- 
tives for themselves and their families. 
If we do not practice vigorous managed 
care constimcrism, we have only our- 
selves to blame when HMO profit sub- 
tracts from the quality of our lives.

Thousands of Palestinians Colombians make U.S. foray with heroin 


demonstrate against Israel 


NABLUS, West Bank (AP) — 
Thotisands of demonsaators shout- 
ing “Vengeance!” filled streets 
throughout the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip on Sunday, protesting 
Israeli construction in cast 
Jerusalem and venting their anger 
over the Idlling of a dtmonstiacor. 

Israel, fearing the spread of 
violence on Land Day — an annu- 
al day of protests against IsracU 
land confiscations — stationed a 
half-dozen tanks outside Nablus 
and beefed up its troop presence 
at checkpoints and military bases 
around other Palestinian towns. 

But Palestinian police largely 
succeeded in creating a buffer 
between their own people and 
Israeli troops — at times firing 
into the air, beating protesters 
with dubs, and chasing them. 

Yasser Arafat’s Fatah faction ' 
has acknowledged organizing tho 
riots that have taken place for 
tho past 11 days. Both sides, how- 
ever, dearly have an interest in 
preventing the kind of violence 
that broke out last September, 
when 80 people were killed in 
clashes that deteriorated into 
gimbattlcs between Palestinian 
police and Israeli soldiers. 

“Wc need to keep our people 
safe by any means," Col. Paris 
Amleh, the Ramaliah police chief, 
said after his officers beat and 
chased protesters to keep them 
from the Israeli checkpoint where 
Abdullah Saloh, a Palestinian stu- 
dent, was killed Saturday. 

Blocked from the checkpoint. 


protesters briefly pelted Pales- 
tinian police with stdncs.' 

Salah is the only person killed in 
the 11 da^of dashes between 
Palcstimiin stone-throwers and 
Isracli'troops that began when 
Israel broke ground on a new 
Jewish housing project in cast 
Jerusalem, whi(± the Palestinians 
claim os a future capital 

Israeli Prime hfinistcr Benjamin 
Netanyahu on Sunday accused 
Palestinians of unleashing “terror- 
ism as a weapon of the negotia- 
tions” and lamented “a virtual col- 
lapse of the peace process." 

Netanyahu reiterated that 
Arafat must crack down on 
Islamic militants to halt violence 
before peace talks resume. 

“Wc want to sec a peace process 
where terrorism is simply put out 
of the picture," Necany^u said on 
CBS’ "Face the Nation." 

Arafat, speaking Sunday at a 
meeting of Arab League foreign 
ministers in Cairo, accused 
Netanyahu's government of mak- 
ing “the most dangerous attempt 
to ehallcngo not only the 
Palestinians but the entire Arab 
and Islamic nation, by which I 
mean the Judaization of holy 
Jerusalem.” 

He described Israel’s actions as 
“a dedaration of war ... against 
an unarmed people.” 

The foreign ministers later 
approved a resolution that rec- 
ommends freezing relations with 
Israel because of its settlement 
polidcs.

Saudis want suspect extradited home 

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia — The Saudi suspect held in Canada for 
last June’s bombing that killed 19 American servicemen should be 
extradited to Saudi Arabia, not to the United States, an Interior 
Ministry offldal said Sunday. 

Hani al-Saycgh was arrested in Ottawa on March 18 for possible 
involvement in the deadly truck bombing at Dhahran in eastern 
Saudi Arabia. 

Canadian offidals doim al-Saycgh is a threat to Canadian secu- 
rity and want to deport him. U.S. offidals have said that since he 
entered Canada from the United States, al-Sayegh could be 
deported to U.S. territory rather than Saudi Arabia. 

Grenade hurled Into Cambodian protest 

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia — Attackers hurled a grenade into a 
political protest Sunday in an apparent assassination attempt on 
Cambodia’s main oppositiott leader that could threaten the coun- 
try’s fragile democracy. 

Eleven people died and 112 were wounded — induding one 
American — in the attack that followed predictions of worsening 
political violence as parties maneuver before legislative dcctions 
planned for November 1998. 

San Rainsy, head of the Khmer National Pa^, was slightly injured 
by shrapnel in his leg. He said he owed his life to a bodyguard who 
died he threw himself on the political leader to shield him. 

Albanian authorities blast Italy for tragedy 

TIRANA, Albania — Survivors from a capsized Albanian it^xigee 
boat say an Italian warship purposely rammed their oaft, killing at 
least four people, Albania’s ambassador to Italy said Sunday. 

Albanian Foreign Minister called for an international inquiry into 
Friday’s collision. 

Four bodies were recovered from the Adriatic Sea and 34 
Albanians were rescued after the boats collided. There were fears 
that many more people may have drowned. Estimates of the number 
of passengers range from 45 to 150.

It is stage one in the making of 
high-purity Colombian heroin 
chat in the last few years has 
grabbed a big chunk of the U.S. 
Ease Coast market for the drug. 
Some Colombian heroin is also 
reaching Europe. 

On Feb. 28, the United States 
deed the growing threat of Cblom- 
ian heroin among reasons for 
decertifying Colom^ (he world’s 
biggest producer of cocaine, as an 
ally in (he war on drugs 
Dwarfed by dccadcsold Asian 
heroin trafficking networks, 
Colombia produces only 1.5 per- 
cent of the worid's opium, whi^ is 
refined through a chemical process 
into morphine, and then heroin. 

But Colombians have promoted 
the drug with the some entrepre- 
neurial agility (hey applied to 
cocaine, making strong inroads in 
the biggest U.S. heroin market — 
the Northeast. American offidals 
say they account for at least 80 
percent of heroin sales in the 
New York area. 

The key is simple: marked- 
down prices for white-powder 
heroin so pure that it can be 
smoked or snorted instead of 
injected, avoiding the use of nee- 
dles and the danger of AIDS. 

The price of a kilo of Colombian 
heroin in the United States is as 
low as $85,000; a kilo from South- 
east Asa niighc cost double that. 

Unlike th^ counterparts in Asia 
and the Middle East, Colombian 
heroin traffickers employ few mid- 
dlemen who must shore in the prof-

Armed guerrillas in civilian 
clothing who belong to the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of 
Colombia, the country’s biggest 
rebel band, monitor traffic and 
make sure opium traders do not 
get mugged. 

At a roadside kiosk where trav- 
elers buy food and drink, a visitor 
asked to talk to the local guerrilla 
commander. “Did youcomc to 
buy?” replied the young vendor, 


signaling how deeply rebels are 
involved in the business. 

Colombians started growing 
poppy in the late 1980s, and hero- 
in cooks were brought in from 
Asia to teach them how to make 
heroin. High prices encouraged a 
planting boom in the early 1990s, 
which in mm produced a big sup- 
ply that has pushed down prices 
despite periodic crop-poisoning 
raids by police planes. 

In San Jose, a kilo of opium gum 
costs 500,000 pesos ($500) or less, 
well under half the price five years 
ago. Many poppy harvesten are 
paid just ^ a day with free food. : 

Still that is enough in this impov- 
erished land to keep farnicn grow- 
ing poppy, and the DEA warns of a 
growing 6>lombian pli^e. Sixty- 
two percent of the h^in seized at 
U.S. airports in 1995 was from 
Colombia. Five yc^ ago, the per- 
centage was negligible. 

The statistic, however, reflects 
in pan that Colombians usually 
smuggle heroin by sending it iii 
with more cosily detected couri- 
ers on commercial flights to 
Miami and New York. 

Asian traffickers usually smug- 
gle heroin in greater bulk into 
the United States by sea, which is 
harder to detect and therefore 
seized less often. 

The Colombians’ use of “mules” 
who hide one or two kilograms of 
heroin in suitcases or swallow mb- 
ber packets filled with the drag is 
an indication that it is still a busi- 
ness for snall-timc operators. 

By contrast, Colombia’s cocaine 
cartels smug^e their product by 
the ton on jets, boats and even 
small submarines. 

So far, the canels seem unwill- 
ing to branch into heroin, said an 
official at DEA headquarters in 
Arlington, Va. 

The DEA, however, worries 
that major cocaine groups will 
eventually try to exert control 
over the heroin trade, possibly 
expanding the business and mak- 
ing it harder to dismpr.

U.N.-approved force

Pope asks 
for peace 
on Easter 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — 
Decrying the “forces of evil,” Pope 
John Paul II sent a message of hope 
for the victims of violence in 
Albania and Africa in his Easter 
Sunday message. 

As has become his custom, the 
76-ycarK>Id pontiff used the “Urbi 
ct Orf)i" (“To the City and to the 
World") blessing to appeal for 


peace in world trouble spots. 

“Christ is the hope of those who 
see life and the future threatened by 
war and hatred, especially in the 
heart of Africa," John Paul said. 

“May the power of the Risen 
Christ sustain those who work to 
strengthen peace and democracy, 
often obtained at the cost of great 
sacrifice, as in the Balkans, and 


TIRANA, Albania — The 
United Nations has again backed 
sending foreign troops to the tur- 
moil-ridden B^ans. But Albania 
is not Bosnia, and the new mis- . 
sion is taking on less than its ill- 
conceived predecessor in hopes 
of accomplishing more. 

The U.N. Security Council 
agreed Friday to send foreign sol- 
diers to Albania to protect 
humanitarian aid deliveries. 
International officials said the 
contingent could start arriv- 
ing within the next week or two; 
Italian diplomats, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
force could total 5,000. 

This U.N.-sanctioncd mission 
will be different from the multi- 
national force that moved into 
Bosnia in February 1992 in one 
major way: the time-frame and 
purpose arc dearly outlined. 

In Bosnia, the multinational 
force had on ill-dcfined man^tc. 

“They were not sent there to 
stop the war, yet they were asked 
to shoulder the blame for the 
lack of peace,” the United 
Nations said after the mission 
wound down in December 1995. 

The UJi. troops had neither the 
authority nor the weapons to force 
Serbs, Qoats and MusUnrs to stop 
fighting. Aid convoys were routine- 
ly blocked, sometimes for months. 
Tens of thousands of people were 
purged from regions in so-callcd 
“ethnic dcansing” and thousands 
more massacred. The United 
Nations could do little to stop it 
Fighting stopped only after 
NATO got involved — first with 
punitive air raids, then, in 
December 1995, with the arrival of 
heavily armed NATO-led troops. 
Unlike the hapless U.N. blue hd- 
raets, the more than 50,(XX) NATO 
troops were told to shoot if neces- 
sary to keep the peace. 

But Alb^a is not Bosnia. 

While both the forces support- 
ing President Salt Berisha and 
rebels opposing him are heavily 
armed, there is no fighting. The 
two sides seem eager to find a 
peaceful solution to their differ- 
^C(^ and to ensure that human- 
itarian aid reaches the suffering. 
The chief danger to any foreign 
military force will come from 
armed gangs controlling much of 
the countryside. Both pro- and anti-

Berisha forces appose them and 
would likdy side with the foreign 
troops in case they use force 
against criminals. 

Local rebd councils might also 
demand a share of the aid the 
troops arc protecting in return for 
safe passage throu^ thdr town.s. 
And Italians in the force might be 
at some risk because of Ul-fceling 
after the ramming of a refugee 
boat by an Italian fripitc that sur- 
vivors said was intentionaL 
Sdll, government offidals arc 
confident the foreign soldiers 
will not be harmed. 

“I believe they will not be in 
danger, because they will have the 
full cooperation of the Albanian 
government and the Albanian 
police forces," Premier B^hkim 
Fine said Saturday. 

Just as imponant, organiters of 
the multinational force preparing 
to go to Albania seem to have 
learned some of Bosnia's lessons. 

There is little U.N. involve- 
ment beyond the Security 
Council approval of the deploy- 
ment. That means nations send- 
ing troops will make decisions on 
the ground — not the tangled 
U.N bureaucracy, which often let 
troops be fired on without autho- 
rizing on armed response. 

In Albania, troops will stay at 
least three months to protect the 
delivery of aid and inicmadonal 
officials working to solve the aisis. 
They are also ctxpccied to help cre- 
ate a secure environment for June 
ejections. And the new mission has 
beem <an powered to shoot back. 

Many of Bosnia’s peacekeepers 
were smingers in a strange l^d — 

from as far away as Bangladesh 

and mistrusted 1^ the locals. But 
the Albanian mission will be 
rescriaed to European countries, 
some with historic and ctlmic tics 
to the country. Italy is expected to 
provide most of the troops, along 
with France, Greece, Romania, 
Austria, Portugal and Spain.

TWIN FALLS - Higher fees to tap 
into the city water system and a 
progress report on a new Police- 
Community Council will highlight 
today's Twin Falls City Council meeting. 

Water hook-up fees could rise any- 
where from 12 percent, in the case of a 1 
1/2-inch subdivision line, to 403 percent 
for a 6-inch service line with a com- 
pound meter. 

*"1116 intent of the pricing is to offset 
our costs of inscatling it,” said City 
Manager Tom Courtney. If the city 
doesn't charge full price, then all city 
water customers will end up subsidizing

“The last lime we did this (raised 
fees) was back around 1992," Courtney 
said, adding: “I don't think wc covered 
all ofjthc costs.” 

Lo^ real estate appraiser and devel- 
oper Doug VoUmcr said he can appreci- 
ate that higher costs beget hi^cr fees, 
"but they should have been increased 
gradually over the years.” 

Even a slow increase has its limits, 


VoUmer said, adding that it’s "difficult 
to believe that costs have gone up this 
much. 

“It’s not hurting us," VoUmer said of 
the development community. “It's hurt- 
ing the end user who buys the house.” 

The new fees are for installing service 
lines up to 50 feet long, but they do not 
include any rock excavation. Discounts 
arc available for people who want to do 
their own digging. 

As a general rule, 1 1/2- and 2-inch 
pipe takes twice as long to instaU as 1- 
inch pipe because the lapping equip- 
ment runs longer, vault construction is 
more difficult, and meter setters arc 
individually fabricated. 

A three-person dty ctcw usually per- 


forms a water hookup - with an hourly 
rate of about $17.16 per employee. Over- 
head rates average $10.46 per hour. 

The Police-Community Council 
recently was formed to pondereways to 
reduce the city’s crime rate. Die council 
consists of community volunteers who 
meet with police four times a year.

Washington license 
fees senid drivers on 


VANCOUVER, Wash. (A?) — 
If car licenses arc a guide, you 
might think you’re already in 
Orc^n when you reach the north- 
ern outskirts of Vancouver on a 
drive south on Interstate 5. 

Washington state officials esti- 
mate nearly one in 10 vchldcs in 
Clark County sport Oregon 
license plates, and it’s not too 
hard to figure out why. 

Licensing a modest, late-model 
car in Washington costs hundreds 
of dollars a year, compared to 
about $30 for two years in 
Oregon. “There’s always been a 
high level of violations (tn Clark 
County),” said Dallas Red, a tax- 
discovery agent with the 
Washington Department of 
Revenue in Vancouver. "With the 
vast influx of people now it’s 
■ worse.” 

Some' new residents break a 
law requiring that a car be 
licensed in Wadiington within 30 
days of an owner’s move to the 
state. Also, car buyers may give 
false Oregon addresses to save 
money on licensing and avoid 
Washington sales tax. Oregon 
doesn’t have a soles tax. 

“I think we probably have the 
worst problem in the state 
because of where we arc,” said 
Washington State Patrol Copt. 
Rick Phillips, commander of Ac 
• Vancouver district. 

Clark County isn’t alone, 
because Wasidngion is a virtual 
high-priced oasis when it comes to 
licensing fees. Seattle and 
Spokane have similar problems 
with Washington residents who 
take advantage of lower licensing 
rates in Alasla and Idaho, as well 
as Oregon. 

WhDc there arc some attempts 
to catch drivers dodging the 


Washington tax, evidence shows 
the state is losing $5 million to $7 
million in Qark County alone by 
assigning only a few people to tar- 
get the estimated 1S,(XX) to 20,000 
cheaters. 

If it were collected, the money 
would gb mostly for transporia- 
lion projects, public safety and 
criminal justice. 

Presently there arc one full- 
time State Patrol trooper and 
three Department of Revenue 
employees who work pan time on 
license cheating in Vancouver 
and several southwestern 
Washington counties. That’s half 
the enforcement level of 1995, 
though one detective is expected 
to be added in a month or so to 
ferret out cases that include such 
things as fraudulent Oregon 
addresses. 

"The public is getting cheated,” 
said Randy Littlefield, senior rev- 
enue agent in the Department of 
Revenue’s Vancouver office. “It’s 
not just the state of Washington. 
For every dollar that the state 
loses the general public loses sen 
vices as a result.” / 

Law-abiding residents ore frus- 
trated and outraged that so many 
are flouting the system. “I’ve 
turned in several people who 
don't license and nothing hap- 
pens," said Paul Nelson, 52, a 
Salmon Creek salesman. “It’s 
aggravating when you go to the 
State Patrol and tell them about 
these people and nothing gets 
done.” 

Not that enforcement doesn’t 
pay. State Patrol Trooper Mike 
Kcsicr’s efforts brought in 
$68,043 in February, $50,670 in 
January, and $110,179 in 
December, according to State 
Patrol figures. 


2nd probe into Hill museum 
uncovers no wrongdoing 


HILL AIR FORCE BASE, Utah 
(AP) — A second probe into aiie- 
gations of theft and mismanage- 
ment at the Hill Aerospace 
Museum has turned up no wrong- 
doing and left the whistle blower 
angry and unsatisfied. 

Fortner museum curotor Bob 
Church’s allegations of abuse, 
theft and incompetence by some 
museum staff and volunteers 
prompted Hill commanders to 
call on the Air Force Office of 
Special Investigations to examine 
museum operations. 

Col. Ken Spencer, executive 
director of the 7Sth Air Base 
Wing, which oversees the muse- 
um, said the OSI investigation 
found Church's allegations not 
worth pursuing. 

“In fact, we discovered that 
most of these allegations were 
dealt with when he was an 
employee at the base,” Spencer 
said. “There’s no new informo- 
don." 

The OSI probe tvas the second 
into the Hill museum. An earlier 
report by the Pentagon’s Air 
Force Audit Agency indicated the 
on^ problems at Hill were items 
not listed on central Air Force 
inventories and a failure to certi- 
fy all munitions on display as 
inert 

Church called that report a 
“whitewash,” and is equally dis- 
satisfied with the OSI assessment. 

He said “everything was dealt 


below the table” during his 
tenure and nothing has changed. 

“This type of thing has gone on 
since the l»ginnlng of time in the 
military. There’s always been a 
lack of paperwork” on inventory 
and donations, he said, which 
makes it easier to get away with 
ilieft. 

During his five years at the 
museum from 1988-93, Church 
said, numerous items disap- 
peared or may have been stolen, 
including a twin-engine C-131 
cargo plane, two Genie nuclear 
air-to-air missiles, two J-57 jet 
engines and a GBU-15 guided 
bomb.

Activist group protests more than 200 BLM permits

BUIU^EY - An environmental group 
has shifted gears to protest more than 
200 grazing permits up for renewal on 
Bureau of Land Management land in 
southern Idaho. 

Hailey architect Jon Marvel, leader of 
the Idaho Watersheds Project, said the 
protests arc part of an effort to influence 
management of public lands, espedalJy 
streamside riparian areas. The group has 
been intcresced mainly in state endow- 
ment lands to date, but now is shifting to 
include federal lands. 

The BLM responded to the protests 
and upheld decisions to issue permits 
e^licr tl^ year. Although Marvel’s orga- 
nization is allowed by law to appeal BLM 
decisions in federal court, avenues of 
appeal exist for all parties involved, 
including ranchers. 

It’s not appropriate to make some 
changes in management standards 
overnight, so they must be phased in, 
said Robert C MitcheU, range land man- 
agement specialist for the BLJM’s state 
office in Boise. New regulations arc not 
intended to put people out of business 
ivith strife management changes. 

Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt has 
pushed the concept of range reform, 
which provides clearer avenues for 
protests, and adds requirements for the 
BLM to ensure it meets management 
standards. Implementation of range 
reform began in 1995. 

“(Marvel) is doing what he’s allowed to 
do in the relations, but whoever wrote 
the regulations didn’t anticipate that 
type of reaction,” Mitchell said. “He’s 
protested virtually everything we’ve 
done in some fashion or another.” 

Marvel said the protests aren’t hurting 
ranchers economically. They haven’t 
stopped anyone from grazing livestock 
on public land. Even if the practice were 
stopped. Marvel said, only ranchers 
would notice if public land grazing disap

INDIANAPOLIS - Get the VCRs 
ready. The pace of the NCAA title 
game promises to be so fast you might 
need to watch it in slow motion to catch 
it all. 

Kentucky and Arizona are quick. No, 
they’re quicker than that. 

The pressure won’t be in trying to 
repeat as national champion, 
Kentucky’s aim. And it won’t be win- 
ning the crown for the first time, 
Arizona’s goal. It will come Monday 
night from defenses that live to force 
turnovers and create easy baskets. 

“Our guys like fast-paced games,” 
Arizona coach Lute Olson said Sunday. 
“It’s going to be like watching a tennis 
match, so people better do some neck 
cxcrdscs before they come in tomorrow 
niglir.” 

Both teams capitalized on their 
quickness to reach the title game. 
Kentucky is well known for the speed it 
uses in a variety of 
defenses, which 
forced 26 tiumovcrs , 
in Saturday’s 78-69 t 
victory over 
Minnesota in the 
semifinal. 

Arizona (24-9), the 
only non-No. 1 seed ii 
the Final Four, mode its move in the 
NCAA tournament with 'vias over top- 
ranked Kansas, Providence and North 
Carolina. “They’ve got incredible 
quickness and speed, and they didn’t 
beat Kansas on a fluke game,” 
Kentucky coach Rick Pitino said of 
Arizona. “They beat Kansas because 
they wore an outstanding team agaiast 
on outstanding balldub, and they’ve 
been that way througliout the tourna- 
ment, and they’ve been that way 
throu^out the season.” 

Kentucky (354) is one win away from 
becoming the first repeat champion 
since Duke in 1992, and Pitino would 
be the seventh coach to win at least .two 
straight titles. 

His team bears little resemblance to 
the one that beat Syracuse for the title 
lost season, except for Ron Mercer, who 
had 20 points in that championship 
game os a freshman. 

Still, Kentucky uses the pressure 
defense to get things going even if die 
opposition has the same strategy. 

“\Vhcn teams press us we try to gee 
layups off it,” said Kentucky senior 
Anthony Epps. “And with me and 
Wayne Turner bodi being point guards, 
we have two guards to beat tlic press 
and we use nil five guys to break it.” 
Arizona freshman point guard Mike 
Bibby also didn't sound all that con- 
cerned about facing pressure. 

“Tliey like to run. We like to run,” he 
said. “Teams that have tried to press us 
have only done it a couple of posses- 
sions because we have broken it every 
time. Their press is unbelievable, and 
they keep coming at you because they 
never seem to get tired.” 

Bibby and Miles Simon took turns 
supplying the offense for Arizona in 
Saturday’s G6-58 win over North 
Carolina. Simon had 15 of his 24 point-s 
in the first half. Bibby had all but three 
of his 20 in the second half. They com- 
bined for nine 3-pointers. 

“If you have people diat spot up from 
the 3, then you can take that away,” 
Pitino said. “But as well as they put i( 
on the floor you can’t do iliat. 

“They look to get the 3 or the easy 
shot in the lane, "niis is a team in transi- 
tion that is as good as I’ve seen in quite 
some time.”

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, ‘Fla. - Few 
players have destroyed a field this good 
by as much as Steve Elkington did this 
week at the Players Championship. 

“I basically blew away the best field 
we’ve ever had,” Elkington said Simday 
after dosing wth a 69 for a 16-under-par 
272 and a tournament record seven- 
stroke victory over Scott Hoch. 

The Stadium Course on the TPC at 
Sawgrass, devilish wind and the best 
golfers in the world were simply no 
matdi for Elkington. 

Pladng iron shots in perfect spots and 
putting with a precision usually only 
dreamed of when rolling balls on a car- 
pet at home, Elkington started die final 
round with a two-stroke lead over Hodi. 
He built it masterfully on a gusty day 
^vhen the course played the most diffi- 
cult it had all week. 

When the last putt had fallen and 
long after the final wind-blown ball had 
found die water or buried in die tangled 
rough, Elkington had led the tourna- 
ment from wire to wire to tvin $630,000. 

Hoch, who finished widi a 74, made a 
clutch birdie putt on No. 17 to finish 
alone at 279 and got $378,000 second- 
place money. Loren Roberts dosed with

a 69 to finish third at 280. 

Tile victory also earned Elkington a 
10-year exemption on die PGA Tour.

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Muster beats Bruguera 
in Lipton Championships

^I^stc^ last reached the Lipton 
final in 1989, when he was 
unable to play b^use of an acci- 
dent M*ith a drunk driver shortly 
after his victory in the semifinals. 
He severed two ligaments in his 
left knee, and the injury almost 
ended his career. 

“This is very emotional," 
Muster told the crowd. “After 
what happened eight years ago, I 
felt today was a great day of jus- 
tice for me.” 

By winning, the Austrian 
earned $360,000 and validated 
his contention that he’s more 
than a clay-court specialist. The 
title was his third on hardcouns, 
compared with 40 on day, includ- 
ing the 1995 French Open.

Following his 1989 accident. 
Muster collected $700,000 in a 
lawsuit settlement. But the 
injury robbed his knee of flcxibil- 
i^ and left him susceptible to the 
rigors of a full hardcourt sched- 
ule. 

“I always felt like I play well 
on this stuff,” he said. “If I could 
play all year on it, I would play 
just on hardcouns and maybe Pd 
be a hardcoun spedalist. They’d 
say, 'This guy can't play on day.’ 

“Obviously the only thing left 
now is, 'He can’t play on ^ss.’ 
Since I have a gretss coun in my 
backyard, I’m going to work on 
that." 

The second-ranked Muster 
becomes the oldest Lipton cham- 
pion at age 29.

By then, he had established 
himself as one of the nation’s 
hi^.profile coaches, a long way 
from seven years of coaching 
high school teams in California 
and three years at Long Beach 
Cify College. There had been 
nine years and 168 wins at Iowa. 
There had been four Pac-10 
championships in seven years at 
Arizona. 

But Kentucky occupies a spe- 
cial place in college basketball. 


“It’s Kentucky," Olson said. 
“It’s like a religion in the state 
and you can go back forever. It's 
a fantastic tradition. I think it’s 
the kind of tradition that every 
school tvorks for - the Kcntuckys, 
the Kansascs, the Carolinos.” 

So Olson listened again. Until 
his grandchildren began crying. 

“We were scheduled to fly in 
and take a look," Olson said. “I 
guess the turning point in that 
one was my wife had picked up 
two of the grandkids from school 
that day and on the way home 
they said something to her about 
'That’s OK if you and Papa Lute 
dedde to go.’ And while they’re 
saying it, they’ve got tears 
streaming from their eyes.

“No, I think he’d be very dis- 
turbed about it,” said Rachel 
Robinson, his widow. “We’re see- 
ing a great deal of divisiveness, a 
lot of hatred, a lot of tension 
between ethnic groups, and I 
think he’d be disappointed 

“We would expect to be fur- 
ther along by now, and we’re see- 
ing it worldwide, tensions 
between groups and the failure 
to recognize and value differ- 
ences and work out old conflicts. 

“I don’t feel despair about it 
because I think despair Emd cyni- 
cism only undercut our ability to 
address these issues and do some- 
thing about them. 


“So I’ve maintained a certain 
level of optimism, but it’s 
restrained by a realistic knowl- 
edge of what’s going on in the 
kvorld.” 

Dignified and vibrant at 74, 
Rachel Robinson remains her 
late husband's partner, as she put 
it, on a course to affect the lives 
of others. She is immersed in car- 
rying on his legacy as founder of 
the Jackie Robinson Foundation, 
which has sent almost 500 minori- 
ty students through college, 
extending through education and 
community service the break- 
through work he started and 
“allowing Jack to live on through 
these students." 

Rachel Isum was born and 
raised in Los Angeles.

Masters in psychiatric nursing 
from New York University and 
was an assistant professor at 
Yale’s School of Nursing while 
also serving as nursing direaor at 
the Connecticut Mental Health 
Center. 

She found time amid that busy 
workload to cheer the Dodgers at 
Ebbets Field and helptaise three 
children; Jackie Jr., who was 
killed in a 1971 automobile acci- 
dent; Sharon Robinson Ficffe, a 
practicing nurse-midwife and 
assistant clinical professor at 


Yale, and David, a coffee and 
sculpture importer who lives in 
Tanzania. 

Among numerous awards and 
honors, Rachel Robinson has 
received eight honorary degrees 
but most prizes her nine grand- 
children. She lives in Salem, 
Conn., but often visits family and 
friends in Los Angeles. 

She will be at Dodger Stadium 
on Saturday when the Dodgers 
commemorate the 50th anniver- 
sary of Robinson’s debut and at 
the Museum of Tolerance for the 
opening of a commemorative 
exhibit the next day.

DENVER — Almost two years ago, the 
Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building 
exploded. A bomb sent glass slicing 
through the building, concrete boulders 
toppling, and debris flying for miles in 
OUohoma City. 

There were 168 dead, including 19 
children, some of them infants. The 
wounded, some scared by explosive heat, 
others crushed by falling concrete, others 
sliced by daggerdike glass, counted 
beyond 500. Some lost lunbs. Some lost 
si^L 

The person accused of causing that 
anguish, of engineering the blast, goes on 
trial today in a modernistic, wood-pan* 
eled federal courtroom in Denver. 
Survivors and families of victims will be 
watching. 

Timothy McVeigh, 28, a former Army 
sergeant who failed to become part of 
the elite Special Forces and later began 
badmouthing the government, looked 
upon the Munmh building as a symlwl of 
that government, investigators claim. 

His actions, prosecutors will argue, 
came after years of involvement with 
militia groups, years of obsession with 
the 1993 disutcr at the Branch Davidian 
compound in Waco, Texas, and years of 
near-memorization of the right-wing 
bible, "The Turner Diaries,” a 1978 novel 
whose plot turns on the destruction of an 
FBI building with a fcrtilizcr-and-fuel-oil 
bomb, such as the one that collapsed the 
front of the nine-story Murrah building. 

If the dead, the injured and their fami- 
ly members arc counted up, the number 
of people affected by the fireball — 
crafted of two tons of fer tilise r and fuel 
oil packed in a Ryder rental truck >- 
comes to nearly 3,000, said Jeanette 
King, resource coordinator of the United 
Way of Oklahoma City. 

The survivors and families intend to 
make their presence known, although 
some say the sight of the gangly, acwcut 
defendant, who has seemed relaxed 
while chatting and laughing with his 
defense team in pretrial hearings, is 
nearly more than they can stand. 

“His attitude bothers me,” said Jannic 
Covcrdalc, whose grandsons, Aaron and 
Elijah, died in the America’s Kids day- 
care center in the federal building. “He 
sits up in that courtroom, and you’d think 
he was on 'Candid Camera,’ a big hero, a 
movie star,” said Covcrdalc, who saw 
MeVei^ at several pretrial hearings. 

Until lost week, Covcrdalc Hgured that 
her presence at those hearings would 
keep her from testifying at the trid, but 
on Tuesday, U.S. District Judge Ricluu-d 
Matsch reversed his June ruling, which 
had barred victims from watching the 
pretrial or trial proceedings if they 
intended to testify. 

The reversal came two weeks after 
President Clinton signed a bill that 
Congress rushed throu^ to allow the vic- 
tims to do both. 

With the hostile families, McVeigh, 12 
jurors, six alccmatcs, and 2,500 journal- 
ists, the proceedings have the potential 
to become a spectacle, but Matsch — 
who says he would like all lawyers to be 
like Atticus Finch, the painfully prind-

federal building in Oklohoma, The 
Sunday Telegraph reported, quoting doc- 
uments filed by lawyers for chief suspect 
Timothy McVeigh. 

McVeigh goes on trial today in connec- 
tion with the April 19, 1995, cxplj^ion 
that killed 1G8 p^plc and wounded hun- 
dreds more. 

The Sunday Telegraph said defense 
documents submitted to U.S. Dfsirict 
Court in Denver, where McVeigh will be 
tried, allege that a neo-Nazi cell had 
been conspiring to blow up a U.S. feder-,, 
al building in early 1995 and had 
received assistance from Sinn Fein, 
described as “the Irish terrorist group.” . 

Sinn Fein is a legal political party, 
allied with the outlawed Irish- 
Republican Army, which has been fight- 
ing for more than 25 years to end British i 
rule in Northern Ireland.

Dear Mr. Wolff; 

Partner opened two no-lnmip (20- 
21 HCP). I held a seven-card dia- 
mond suit headed by the K-Q, and 
an outside ace. Should I have in- 
vcsligalcd a possible slam? How? 

Slim-Ounkrd. I’Incclalr. Wyo. 

ANSWER: Yes. but not in the tra- 
ditional way. The traditional inri- 
tational jump to four no-trump 
might land you in slam off two 
aces. Better to use the Gerber 
Four-Club Ace-Asking Conven- 
tion. If partner promises two aces, 
bid the slam in no-trump. The 
chances for success should be 
good- If partner doesn't have two 
acc.s. sign off at four no-trump, 

Dear Mr. Wolff: 

At duplicate. LHO opened one 
heart and my partner overcallcd 
two diamonds. With A K-Q-lO-9-7, 
V B-7-2, ♦ K-10-6-3, * 8, should I 
have bid two spades or raised dia- 
monds?

ANSWER: I would suggest two 
spades at either duplicate or rub- 
ber bridge. If partner can support, 
your chances for game arc excel- 
lent

I open one heart and partner of- 
fers a forcing three-heart raise. If 
I bid three spades, am I promising 
a second suit or is it an acc show- 
ing cue-bid?

If South had 
the K-Q-J-x in hearts, my discard 
would not have hurt." 

“True,'* replied WesL “Howev- 
er, you paid little heed to my suit- 
preference signal. Had you done 
so, your discard would have been 
easier." 

West led the king of clubs and 
followed with his queen when 
South held up his ace. When 
South ducked a second lime. West 
led a third club, this time his 10. 
Dummy discarded a heart, but 
East li'ad a problem. Which suit 
shoul(l he unguard? 

He chose a heart, a discard 
that proved fatal. South now could 
win four hearts, three spades and 
two minor-suit aces for game and 
nibbcr. 

East did have a problem at 
trick three. He knew South had 
four hearts (the bidding) and was 
looking at four spades in dummy. 
A diamond discard didn't appeal 
either. In a different layout, it 
miglil iiavc cost the conlracL 

However. East's problem was 
self-made. When SouUi's acc took 
West's club 10. East should have 
known where the jack was. And 
since West led the 10 instead of 
the jack. West was suggesting 
strength in diamonds rather than 
spades. /\nd if West bad strength 
in diamonds, a diamond discard 
couldn't hurl. And that was the 
discard to beat Ihc game.

We examine the play of today’s 
duplicate hand from three differ- 
ent angles — the worst plan first, 
a better plan next and the best 
plan last 

An inexperienced South wins 
dummy’s club ace and draws 
trumps. He cashes his diamond 
acc and loses a finesse when he 
plays to dummy's jack. East tries 
his heart acc, and when West sig- 
nals encouragement with his 10, 
the defenders cash three hearts 
for one down. 

A more experienced South 
wins dummy's club acc and draiv3 
only two trumps, leaving the 
queen in dummy. He also cashes 
the diamond acc and loses a fi- 
nesse when he plays to dummy’s 
jack. Dummy’s high trump pro- 
tects him against losing three 
heart tricks, but he still goes 
down. When East coshes his 
heart acc and West signals with 
his 10. East cashes his heart 
queen and gives West a diamond 
ruff for the same down one. 

A top player guards against 
bad breaks. After taking dummy’s 
club acc, he cashes the acc and 
jack of trumps. Had trumps been 
2-2, he could then afford a dia- 
mond finesse. When West has 
three trumps. South cashes his di- 
omond acc and leads another dia- 
mond to dummy’s king. When no 
queen appears, he leads a third 
diamond, establishing dummy's 
suit. (Had East held a singleton 
diamond. South would ruff a club 
and lead a diamond toward dum- 
my's jack.) The best the defense 
can do now is to take two hearts. 
If they do not, South emerges with 
an overtrick. 

The difference between worst 
and l«sl is not huge. Usually, only 
a bit of careful planning is involved.

Hospitals ease visitation rules to

GOODING — Sandy Herrera recalls when hospital 
visits ran like dockwork. 

“I remember the bell that rang when visiting hours 
were over, and 'quiet time,’ for patients in the after- 
noon,” said Herrera, director of nursing at Gooding 
County Memorial Hospital. “Times have changed.” 

Drop by any hospital in south-central Idaho, and 
you’re likely to encounter dvilions — and lots of them. 
New family-friendly visitarion polidcs encourage loved 
ones to come earlier and stay longer — sometimes 
indefinitely — and to bring' the kids with them, a prac- 
tice that was rare a generation ago. 

“I think the feeling in the industry is that patients do 
better when families are near,” Administrator Ken 
Archer said. “They can be partners in the patient’s 
care, and the patient tends to be less anxious when 
there’s a family member there." 

“Cooperative care" is the 50-cent term for it, and 
some big-dty hospitals are dedicating entire wings or 
floors to it. 

The Orlando, Fla., Regional Medical Center opened 
its Cooperative Care unit last November. The seventh 
floor unit’s goal “is to indude family members, care 
partners or significant others in all aspens of patients’ 
hospital care,” Tina Tucker, nurse manager for the 
uniL told the Orlando Sentinel. 

Family members are asked to stay with patients at 
least eight hours a day and arc encouraged to stay 
overnight if they wish. Each patient’s private room — 
the size of a typical semi-private hospital room — is 
equipped with a couch that convens into a single bed 
and an armoirc complete with TV, VCR and mini-

refrigerator. Panels to hook up medical gases ore dis- 
accUy hidden from view when not in use, giving the 
rooms more of a hotel look. 

In smali-toim Idaho, the arrangement is much less 
formal. But the trend, which began to pick up steam 
about 10 years ago, is unmistakable. 

“We try to be as flexible as we can with visiting 
hours and wc try to accommodate family members who 
want to stay,” said Randy Holom, administrator of 
Rupert’s Minidoka Memorial Hospital. 

Smaller hospitals will often find a bed and some- 


times even a meal for relatives, and especially for par- 
ents, who want to say. 

“^Vc have a patient room set up for visitors where we 
let parents sleep,” Herrera said. “And for other family 
members, wc have a lounge with a sofa and chairs." 

Magic Valley Regional Medical Center, the area's 
largest hospital, has apartments it rents to out-of-town 
visitors — mostly the families of cancer patients — for 
from $12.84 to $16.05 a night. *nic hospital also allows 
RV-owners to hook up to water and electricity in the 
parking lot at no charge. 

“Wc cry to work out visitation policies based on 
what’s good for the patients," said Magic Valley 
Regional administrator John Bingham. “We don't have 
a lot of restrictions anymore.” 

There arc also economic reasons for the changing 
rules. As the number of patients in critical-care facili- 
ties and the length of their stays have dwindled in 
recent years, hospitals arc making do with smaller 
staffs. 

“With all the cutbacks that have happened, patients 
still get adequate nuning care but family members con 
help,” Kim Streit of the Florida Hospital Association 
told the Sentinel. 

At most local hospitals, visiting iiours — which used 
to be restriaed to late afternoon and evening — have 
been eliminated or are largely ignored for family mem- 
bers. 

“If our staff needs to do something with a patient 
and a visitor is in the way, we'U just ask them to step 
outside for a moment,” Herrera said. 

Although immediate relatives of patients are often 
free to stay around the clock, they will be asked to 
leave if they’re keeping patients awake or othenvise

Apples; A+ In nutrition 

Apples are low-caJorie, non-fat and a 
significant source of fiber. All 20 vari- 
eties including Empire, Idarcd and 
Northern Spy contain no cliolesterol or 
sodium. Scientists at Oxford University’s 
Imperial Cancer Research Fund found 
that people who cat fresh fruit daily had 
24 percent fewer heart attacks, 32 per- 
cent fewer strokes and 21 percent fewer 
deaths from all causes compared with 
those who did not.

Deadly side effect 

Earthquakes can kill people when 
buildings collapse or panic tri^ers a 
heart attack, but iiealcli officials investi- 
gating a temblor in Southern California 
recently unearthed another, previously 
unsuspected side effect of quakes. Dust 
cloud^ raised by aftershocks and land- 
slides after the 1994 Northridge earth- 
quake, led to an outbreak of on unusual 
lung infection that caused three deaths. 
In the weeks after the temblor, health 
officials in neighboring Ventura County 
began noticing coses of a fungal infee- . 
tion called coccidioidomycosis, some- 
times nicknamed “valley fever.” 

Lung power - 

A team of Pennsylvania researchers 


has identified a nattuul antibiotic in the 
fluid that lines Uic airways of tlic lung. 
In normal human airway fluid, it is high- 
ly active against bacteria such as 
pseudomonas, a major cause of infec- 
tions in cystic-fibrosis patients. But ivhen 
the fluid lining tlie respiratory tract is 
too liigh in salt — as it is in people with 
cystic fibrosis — the antibiotic is inacti- 
vated. 

The study, published in last week’s 
issue of the journal Cell, offers the first 
persuasive explanation of how the 
genetic defc« implicated in cystic fibro- 
sis leads to the lung infections seen in 
patients. 


Bonus benefit 

.The nicotine patches used by smokers 
trying to kick their liabit may have 
another medical use: controlling ulcera- 
tive colitis. In a paper published in the 
March 1 issue of the Annals of Internal 
Medicine, Mayo Clinic researchers 
reported that symptoms of the painful 
gastrointestinal di^rdcr were reduced 
in 39 percent of patients who wore nico- 
tine patches. Ulcerative colitis causes 
chronic and often bloody diarrhea 
throu^ inflammation of the colon, the 
large intestine. Its cause is unknown, but 
doctors luve long noted that the disease 
is primarily found in non-smokers and 
that some people with the disease 
improve ivhcn they begin to smoke ciga- 
rettes. .

For economy travelers who 
want to be able to move their 
legs during flight to guard 
against a possible blood dot, the 
term to know is “scat pilch.” It’s 
a measure of the distance from a 
point on your seat to the same 
point on the one in front of it. 

The government doesn’t regu- 
late it. Airlines make money by 
shrinking it. But one government 
economist, in his spare time, is. 
doing liis to help some airline 
pas.sengers locate more leg room. 

David Hiles, a 6-foot-4-inch 
economist with the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, had a close 
encounter with seat pitch on a 
British Airways flight from 
Washington to London last sum- 

“My knees were touching to 
start off with," Hiles said. “Tliere 
was a heavy woman sitting in 
front of me. \Vhen she sat down, 
my knees dug into her kidneys.” 
The extreme discomfort of the 
flight moved Hiles to do his owm 
survey last November on the 
price of leg room on airlines that 
fly direct from Washington to 
Europe. The results can be found 
on the Internet at http://mem- 
bers.aol.cqm/liilesd/Iegroom.htinl 
Tljcy show that economy seats 
on British Airways, along with 
United and several others, have 
the shortest scat pitch of the 
trans-Atlantic carriers: 31 inches. 
The best economy-seat pitch, 34 
inches, is available on Swissair, 
Aeroflot and Austrian Airlines. 
Several carriers offer a seat pitch 
of 32 or 33 inches. 

Scot pitch in economy .sections 
on domestic flights is shorter, 
said Jeff King of Weber Aircraft 


Inc., one of the chief manufactur- 
ers of airline scats. It can be as 
little as 28 inches — typically 
found on charter carriers offering 
very low-cost fares — but aver- 
ages 29 to 31 indies, he said. 

King said airlines have found 
iJiat "if you shrink up to an inch 
of pitch, you may be able to add 
one or two rows." 

Seats adjoining emergency 
exits provide the most leg room, 
because the Federal Aviation 
Administration regulates the 
minimum depth of aisles in exit 
rows. The cun'ent rule calU for a 
clearance between tho scats of at 
least 20 inches, but an FAA 
spokesman said the agency now 
accepts 13 inches, the width spec- 
ified in a proposed new rule. 

“We do not have statutory 
authority to regulate for passen- 
ger comfort,” the spokesman 
added. 

King said even a 13-inch aisle 
clearance requires a pitch of 36 
to 40 inches, so passengers will- 
ing to sit in exit rows have signifi- 
cantly more room. Bulkhead 
seats (the ones facing partitions 
between sections of the cabin) 
also usually provide a few extra 
inches, but lack the wiggle room 
afforded by having access to floor 
space under the seat in front. 

Lydia Whitehead, a Bethesda, 
Md., travel agent, said domestic 
carriers periodically reconfigure 
their scat arrangements, so the 
best way to find out about leg 
room is to call the airline when 
booking a ticket. She said she 
asks for the scat pitch, the scat 
width and — - for business class 
seats that recline — the “leg lift,” 

Business-doss scats arc roomi- 
er than economy scats, but far 
more expensive.

and traveled througli his heart to 
lodge in liis lungs — a complica- 
tion that occurs in 10 to 40 per- 
cent of such cases. If that had 
happened, it might have killed 


him. 

The atltlccic 51-yeor-oId doctor 
was suffering from a medical con- 
dition he'd never even heard of, 
one that some experts say is 


becoming increasingly common 
in this era of frequent air travel 
and airline deregulation: “econo- 
my-dass syndrome.” 

That’s the name coined by 
British researchers for patients 
who develop blood clots in the 
deep veins of tiie legs after sitting 
through long flights in cramped 
airplane scats. • 

Powers, who is still taking an 
anti-clotting medicine and has 
had to cut back temporarily on 
vigorous exercise, is outraged 
that he learned about cconomy- 
dass syndrome from a magazine 
article only after he developed 
the blood dot. 

“The airlines don’t cut you any 
slack,” he said. “They don’t tell 
you that this can happen to you. 
... They’re not talking about what 
you can do to be healthier and 
safer." 

Medical experts have known 
for decades that sitting in a 
cramped position can lead to 
blood dots in the legs — and the 
problem isn’t limited to economy- 
class passengers, or even to air 
travelers. The first report on the 
subject appeared in 1940. It 
described an increase in deaths 
from pulmonary embolism 
(obstruction of cirmation in the 


Herrera said. “But in a small town, it’s not 
unusual for the people who arc visiting one 
patient to meet the other patient too." 

About the only rigid visitation restrictions 
remaining arc in local hospitals' intensive 
care units, where both the number of visitors 
and the length of their stays is limited. Most 
patients don’t stay long in the ICU, however. 

/Uthough the no-kids rule is largely a thing 
of the past, hospitals tvill shut down visitation 
to specific areas if the danger of infection is 


too high. Ma^c Volley Regional, for example, 
has curtailed young visitors several times in 
recent years because of respiratory syncytial 
virus, or RSV. 

“We’ll restrict people who have flu symp- 
toms or a contagious disease," Bingham said. 

Still, many hospitals find a way. 

“It's usually at least possible for a child to 
wave to grandpa throu^ a window," Herrera 
said.

lung, caused by a breakaway dot 
from a leg vein) in Londoners 
forced to sit for hours in airraid 
shelters during the “Blitz," when 
German planes bombed the dry 
during World War II. 

Clots have been reported after 
automobile trips and even afler 
evenings at the theater.

These 
lines are pricy, but they have the 
color selection you need and, most 
important, because you can try 
these on before you buy them, you 
won’t waste tunc and money.

believe everything hairdressers 
say about product reliability, 
especially when it comes to lines 
sold at dragstorcs.

DEAR BETH: I’ve heard the 
same line about Prell from hair- 
dressers, but when I've asked 
them why it's so bad, their 
answer is invariably the same; “It 
just is; what do you expect from 
drugstore products?” Well, it 
turns out Prcll is most likely a 
poor choice, but not because of 
where it is sold. Prell may be eco- 
nomical, but it is not effective or 
even a consideration for your hair 
type. The detergent cleansing 
agents in Prell are gentle enough 
and arc found in most shampoos, 
regardless of price or retail posi- 
tion, but Prcll olw contains sodi- 
um hydroxide and ammonium 
xylcncsulfonaic. These ingredi- 
ents raise the pH of the shampoo, 
helping to swell the hair shaft, 
which can make thin hair feel 
temporarily thicker, but they are 
also exceptionally drying and 
damaging (not to mention irritat- 
ing to the scalp). Also, the higher 
pH damages the hair's cuticle 
layer, adding insult to the already 
damaging effects of the chemi- 
cals used to color your hair. If 
you're looking for a bargain and a 
great shampoo for your hair type, 
consider TRESemme European 
Color Treated and Permed 
Shampoo. It is excellent and costs 
S3 or S4 for 32 ounces. You will 
still need to use a conditioner, 
but this shampoo is a find for 
most hair types.

Study finds prognoses for 
gravely ill often unreliable

Bolstering the evidence chat 
estrogen plays a role in fending 
off depression, a new study has 
found that post-menopausal 
women who were taking estrogen 
responded better to a leading 
antidepressant medidne. 

“What we found in this study is 
that women taking estrogen were 
nearly three times as likely to 
respond to the antidepressant 
than those not taking it,” said 
Gary Small, a geriatric psychia- 
trist at the University of 
California in Los Angeles. 

The 358 women studied by Small 
and Lon Schneider, of the 
University of Southern California, 
were partidparing in a 700'pcr5on 
test of the antidepressant fluoxe- 
tine, betterknown as Prozac. 

The six-week study, which was 
underwritten by Prozac’s manufac- ' 
turer, Eli Lilly Co, took place at 30 
different sites and was a random- 
ized, double-blind experiment in 
which some subjects were given 20 
milligrams of Prozac a day and oth- 
ers received a pbeebo. 

Among the 358 women in the 
study, 72 were on an estrogen- 
replacement regime. 


When Small and Schneider 
looked at the women's responses, 
they found that among those who'd 
gotten Prozac during the test, those 
on estrogen showed a significant 
improvement in their depression 
compared with those women not 
taking the hormone, who did not 
show a significant improvemexiL 
Most of the 72 women on estro- 
gen therapy were taking it alone 
rather than in combination with the 
hormone progesterone, S:nall said 
The study results were present- 
ed last week at a conference of 
the American Association of 
Geriatric Psychiatry in Florida 
and will appear in the next edi- 
tion of the association's journal, 
Small said. 


It's not easy to predict exactly 
when cridcally HI patients will die, 
a study of more than S.000 dying 
padents by researchers at George 
Washington University and the 
University of Virginja shows. 

Even patients with a grim prog- 
nosis who turned out to be very 
near death were typically given 
odds of survival that encouraged 
hopefulness and continued treat- 
ment, said Joanne Lynn, director 
of George Washington’s Center to 
Improve Care of the Dying, who 
led the study. 

The study is based on data 
from two major investigations of 
cridcally ill hospital padems. For 
each padent who died, research- 
ers checked the prognosis as it 
had been calculated in the days 
before death. 

“Many patients died within a 
few days of having a prognosis 
that still allowed hope for some 


recovery," they found. 

On die day bdore death, by Uie 
best avaOablc medical prediedons, 
half of the padents were given a 
better than onc-in-10 chance of sur- 
viving for two months. 

The difficulty of predicting 
imminent death depends partly 
on the disease involved. For 
example, cancer patients tend 
to get steadily sicker as they 
a|>proach death, but patients 
with congestive heart failure 
may appear no sicker on the 
day they die than earlier in 
their illness.

New clot-busting drug 
:^ves hope to stroke victims

:stroke was considered an unstop- 
pable force ef nature, a stonm of 
•impairment and paralysis leaving 
it.s victinus beyond resale until dte 
de.struaive rampage ^s’as over. 

, Then along came a drug called 
;tPA, medicine that could break 
;through a clot like a ship cuts 

• through a dam, freeing blood in 
The head to flow again and pre- 
venting chunks of the brain from 
;starving. 

• ' But rcspon.se to a stroke had to 
be ligiitning quick for tPA to 
work, and there were dangerous 
side effects, foremost among 
;them that the clot-busting proper- 
ties that make the drug so valu- 
able could cause hemorrhages in 
Mother organs. 

Now, doctors at about 40 med- 
ical centers across the United 
States — including Baptist 
Hospital in the Kendall suburb of 
Miami — are trying another clot 
buster, a drug that gives padents 
twice as mudi time to seek help. 
And this medication, prouroki- 
trase, is delivered dircedy to the 
-dot, a method doctors believe 
will obviate the risk of unintend- 
ed bleeding clscwbere, 


I1ic potential benefits of such a 
drug arc enormous: Stroke is the 
third-leading cause of death in 
the United States and results in 
more long-term disability than 
any other condition. 

“The tiadidonal care for stroke 
was just supportive care and 
rchabllitadon,” says Ira F. Braun, 
the doctor in diargc of Baptist’s 
prourokinasc trail. "We’re fight- 
ing inertia here.’’ 

Their prime weapon in that 
fight is education. They have 
even taken to calling a stroke by 
a different name. 

Coll it a brain attack, experts in 
the stroke field say. Sounds like 
heart attack. And dial’s precisely 
the point. 

"It really is a very similar thing — 
bodi arc blockages of blood floiv,” 
.says Rachdle Trujillo, communica- 
tions dircaor at the National Stroke 
Association in Englewood, Colo. 
“That term, brain attack, really 
helps to convey the emergency 
nature of the stroke. 

"The education process with 
heart attacks took over 20 years, 
and we’re obviously nowhere 
near the level of education we 
need to be with stroke. But we’re 
definitely trying to accelerate 
that process.”

The story of Cindy Goldcnberg 
and her dimpled .son Garrett was 
cnougl) to give any channel-surf- 
ing parent a jolt. As the Laguna 
Beach, Calif., mom told it to talk 
show hosts, she’d done what any 
good parent would — found the 
best pediatrician and ferried her 
son in, on schedule, for his shots. 

But, beginning at about 13 
months, her “perfect baby” quit 
looking people in the eye. He 
witlidrew from hugs, grimaced at 
mild sounds, then simply stopped 
talking. After visiting 5S medical 
experts, Goldcnberg learned her 
son was descending into auti-sm, 
hut no one could say why. 

On her own, she decided it was 
his rubella shot — that seemingly 
innocuous rite of passage — that 
pushed her happy child into an 
impenetrable shell. Now, she 
said, warning of its dangers is her 
“mis-sion from God." 

Charismatic and camera- 
friendly, Goldcnberg has taken to 
the lecture and talk-show circuit, 
reaching millions of viewers on 
programs from "Susan Powter” 
to "Caryl and Marilyn.” 

She is among hundreds of par- 
ents and skeptics across the coun- 
try venting against vaccines. 
Although active since the early 
1980s, tltcse critics arc no longer 
just chatting over the backyard 
fence. They are broadening their 
reach through public forums, 
television, magaxines and at least 
two dozen books. And they are 
swapping ncw.s, news and suspi- 
cions over the Internet. 

Drawing on the persuasive 
power of personal tragedy, this 
scrappy movement transmits a 
scary message. 

It especially spooks many 
public health officials, who 
fear its contagion much as they 
would a deadly disease. 
Indeed, if the ideas catch on. 
some warn, deadly disease will 


be the inevitable consequence. 

Others — doctors and 
researchers among them — sec 
the debate as a natural offshoot 
of health consumerism, opening 
up a domain too often controlled 
by the scientific conmunity. 

"It’s good to bring out the 
truth, even if it's negative,” said 
Malibu, Calif., pediatrician Jay 
Gordon. "People will have more 
faith ... that we're being honest 
with them. I believe the facts arc 
on the side of people who support 
vaccinations, but I think it’s a lit- 
tle closer call than many donors 
would have you believe.” 

Having learned the ropes as 
consumer activists, vaccine critics 
arc now a force to be reckoned 
with. Or at least, thcy't'c become 
hard to ignore. They have joined 
the folks in lab coats on nittional 
committees, been invited to sci- 
entific meetings and crowded the 
hallways of the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and ^cvention, 
accompanied by children in 
vdicclcliairs. 

They blast the medical cstal>- 
Hshment, the government and 
drug companies for bamboozling 
consumers into believing vac- 
cines arc safe. 

"It’s the same old garbage,” 
lamented Dr. James Cheny, efu'ef 
of pediatric infectious diseases at 
UCLA, of complaints by critics, 
who he claims "make (vaednes) 
responsible for cvciydiing from 
autism to stuttering." 

At its core, the vaccine contro- 
versy is about the meaning of risk 
— that troublesome topic that sci- 
entists cast in statistics but the 
public often takes personally. 

“This is the thing,” said 
Cherry, “these (vaccine critics) 
don't understand public health at 
all. It's all about their child.” 

The National Vaccine 
Information Center, founded by 
vaccine critics in the early 1980s, 
fires back with a slogan: “When it 
happens to you or your child, the

the fight against faulty vaccines 
met stringent standards and 
faced intensive government 
review. But the power of their sto- 
ries comes mostly from the sym- 
pathies they stir. 

"It's been a total nightmare 
from the get-go,” said Harvey 
Tony WOcox, 38. of Mobile, Ala. 

His son Terry, now 8, got polio 
from a vaccine given to him at 9 
weeks. A quadriplegic, he sur- 
vived for years on a respirator 
and a feeding tube. He couldn’t 
move his head or talk, but his 
mental function was “perfect,” 
his father said, until he slipped 
into a coma two weeks ago. 

Wilcox won his claim against 
the govemrncm but said he has 
had to fight for coverage of daily 
necessities. He spends his off 
hours spreading word of his son’s 
case online and in magazines. 

Witat comes through most 
dearly is the father’s bitter disap- 
pointment. 

“I don't think they give you 
your rights," he said of health 
authorities. "They don’t give you 
your options, they don’t tell you 
what can and can’t happen, and 
where you can go if something 
docs happen." 

A Tulsa, Okla., mother is equal- 
ly bitter. 

Betsy Bald says DPI' (diphthe- 
ria, pertussis) shots transformed 
her healthy ;l-month-old daughter 
into a severely dcvclopmcntally 
delayed epileptic. 

“Wc had a residem (physician) 
in the hospital cell us that some- 
times a cow lias to be sacrificed 
for the goodness of the herd,” slic 
said. "'That kind of lets you know 
where (doctors) were coming 
from.” 

Vaccine manufacturers and 
advocates say tliat by focusing on 
sensational — and sometimes 
unsubstantiated — cases, the 
media distort risks. 

Mudi Is at stake, they warn: In 
England during the 1970s — 
when many parents were spooked 
about vaccination and immuniza- 
tion rates fell to 40 percent — an 
ciglit-ycor pertussb epidemic was 
' spa>vned, striking 100,000 people 
and killing 36.

To Cherry and other 
researchers, the calculation is 
simple: Benefits of vaccines far 
outweigh risks. Inoculations in 
this century have wiped out 
smallpox, nearly eliminated polio 
and vastly reduced cases of 


measles, whooping cough, diph- 
theria and tetanus. 

“To have a medical interven- 
tion os effective as vaccination 
in preventing disease and not 
use it would be uncon- 
scionable,” a CDC statement to 
doctors says. 



Critics say manufacturers arc 
fretting over profits, not human 
lives, with the industry’s world- 
wide revenues projeacd to reach 
$4 billion this year. 

Nonsense, say the companie.s. 
Their products must be proved 
safe and effective to the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration. 
And aside from a moral commit- 
ment to protect life, they say, 
they have an economic incentive 
to keep consumers happy. 

Lay critics have enlisted some 
allies tvith flastiy credentials: dis- 
sident doctors and scientists with 
unproven, yet increasingly publi- 
cized, notions. 

Dr. W. John Martin, a 
University of Southern California 
professor, ond Howard Umovitz, 
an independent Berkck-y, Calif., 
microbiologist, have suggested 
that simian viruses introduced by 
the oral polio vaccine — cultured 
in monkey tissue — may indeed 
be contributing to clironlc liuman 
diseases, cancer or AIDS. 

The two scientists, who ^vork 
separately, arc not anti-vaccine. 
Bui Martin, whose laboratory was 
dosed by USC In 1995 for unspec- 
ified “regulatory and scientific 
reasons,” appearid on the "Caryl 
and Mo^yn” segment last year to 
push for full disdosure of vaccine 
risks. 

Umovitz, who carv-es time from 
a busy schedule to field media 
calls, says he's been urged by 
health officials not to “create a 
panic" 

“No one has ever been angry 
with a weather person for saying 
a storm is three days away from 
the coast," he said. “I’m just here 
to upgrade the system."

HIATAL HERNIA 

A hiatal hernia is a por- 
tion of the stomach which 
protrudes through a 
teardrop-shaped hole in 
the diaphragm where the 
esophagus and stomach 
join. 

The most frequent 
known cause of hiatal her- 
nia is an increased pressure 
in the abdominal cavity 
produced by coughing, 
vomiting, straining at stool 
or sudden physical exer- 
tion. 

Pregnancy, obesity or 
excess fluid in the ab- 
domen also contribute to 
causing this condition. 

COMPUCATIONS 

Most hiatal hernias do 
not need treatment. How- 
ever if the hernia is in dan- 
ger of becoming strangu- 
lated (constricted in such a 
way as to cut off the blood 
supply) or is complicated 
by esophagitis (inflamma- 
tion of the esophagus), 
treatment becomes neces- 
sary. 


PHASES OF TREATMENT 

Treatment of the esopha- 
gus is necessary to prevent 
ulcers from forming in the 
lining of the esophagus. 
When these sores heal, 
they can leave scars that 
can make if difficult or 
impossible to swallow. 
Long-term esophagitis may 
result in BarrettS esophagi- 
tis, a condition thought to 
be a precursor of cancer. 
Most cases of esophagitis 
respond to antacids, 
weight reduction and a 
common sense approach 
to eating, drinking and 
other lifestyle habits. Long- 
term use of antacids can 
produce side effects like 
diarrhea, altered calcium 
metabolism and magne- 
sium retention. 

SUMMARY 

A hiatal hernia is an 
extremely common condi- 
tion, however, the physi- 
cian can frequently treat 
the problem effectively 
with a well-planned pro- 
gram.
